• In several claims (e.g., 1, 2, 9, 25, 34, 35, 54, 55), variable R 9 is defined as a 
substituent which contains an indole group. A hydrogen atom is missing from the 
indole nitrogen atom. 

• Claim 5 recites (last line) that "n" and R 14 are defined "as above". The claim 
should make it clear what "above" refers to. See also claim 9, last line and claim 
55, last line.
